DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Zimmerman in view of Schmitz, Jr. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to provide a 
boom lock on the Zimmerman cylinder 24 in view of the teaching in Schmitz to provide 
direct protection to the hydraulic cylinder enhancing safety. Note 68 in Schmitz is 
synonymous with applicants' collar. 

Applicants' remarks regarding the above rejection have been carefully 
considered but are not deemed persuasive. In response to applicants' argument that

there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that 
reference cannot be arbitrarily combined and there must be some reason why one 
skilled in the art would be motivated to make the proposed combination of primary and 
secondary references. In re Nomiya, 184 USPQ 607 (CCPA 1975). However, there is 
no requirement that a motivation to make the modification be expressly articulated. 
The test for combining references is what the combination of disclosures taken as a 
whole would suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art. In re McLaughlin, 170 USPQ 209 
(CCPA 1971). References are evaluated by what they suggest to one versed in the art, 
rather than by their specific disclosures. In re Bozek, 163 USPQ (CCPA 1969). In this 
case Schmitz teaches the use of a cylinder lock. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art to provide this lock to provide protection for the cylinder to 
enhance safety. 

Conclusion 

Claims 1-19 are allowed.
